Cancellation of a regularly 
scheduled ASHC meeting didn’t 
prevent the ASHC_ from 
conducting business as usual 
during a special meeting. 


ASHC President Lilly 
Martinez cancelled the Sept. 29 
meeting due to “lack of a 
quorum” (half of the seated 
senate members plus one), and 
scheduled a special meeting for 
Oct. 2. 


Martinez read a letter of 
resignation from ASHC Vice- 
President Juanita Banuelos. She 
resigned since she will be 
leaving Hartnell and 
transferring to the University of 
California at Berkeley. This 
vacancy was filled by the vice- 
chair of the senate, Giovanis 
Montero, as called for in the 
ASHC Constitution. 

Although five people applied 
for the two senatorial 
vacancies, Ruben Benitez was 
the only one appointed due to 
his “past experience as a 
senator,” stated Martinez. ‘At 
this time...the senate feels that 
Ruben is the only one qualified 
to fill one of the vacancies.” 
Martinez mentioned that the 
deadline to submit nominating 
petitions has been extended and 
she will continue to review the 
applications, and make future 
recommendations to the senate. 

The ASHC budget and finance 
committee recommended that

the senate allocate money to 
campus clubs that will “provide 
services to students on campus 
and the community at large,” 
said Martinez. Those clubs 
receiving funds are: 

*EOPS Student Association 
($400) 

*Animal Health Technology 
club ($300) 

®MECHA ($4300) 

The Agricultural Business 
club requested $1,350 from the 
ASHC, but didn’t receive it since 
“this club didn’t submit their 
budget proposal in the proper 
manner,” and_ their activities 
would serve only © the 
Agricultural Business club, 
Martinez added. 


The Club Service Point system 
is a. manner of recognizing the 
most active campus clubs of the 
previous academic year by 
awarding them monetarily. The 
first prize of $300 went to 
MEChA. The second prize of 
$200 went to the EOPS Student 
Association. The third prize of 
$100 went unawarded since 
“only two clubs submitted their 
calendar of activities” for the 
’80-'81 academic’ year, says 
Martinez. 


The senate approved the 
revised ASHC budget for the ’81- 
’82 academic year to include the 
purchase of a copier. The 
revised budget went to the 
Hartnell College Governing 
Board on Oct. 6. 


Survey airs faculty opinion; recommendations next

After surveying 89 faculty 
members, op their. . opinions. 
concerning the’ administrative 
structure, the Academic Senate 
will make formal 
recommendations to the board 
of trustees within a month. 

The Faculty Assessment of 
Administrative Structure of 
Hartnell Collége is a survey 
conducted last spring that 
attempted to assess the faculty 
opinion of the administration. 

Dr. Gibb R. Madsen, 
president/superintendent, initi- 
ated the survey by asking the 
Senate to make 
recommendations for possible 


reconstruction ideas. The senate 
suggested that management 
personnel work. jointly. .with 
‘them on the survey, but they 
refused because “they were too 
busy,” according to Wayne 
Olts, instructor and survey 
chairperson. 

All eight questions asked in 
the survey relate to working 
conditions and atmosphere for 
faculty members. 

“The questions asked directly 
relate to collective bargaining,” 
Larry Elder, dean of instruction, 
said, “the senate is getting 
involved in a union issue — not 
in management.” 

Dr. Earl Seymour, instructor 


and survey committee member, 
saw the survey in another light. 
He saidy “There aresome things 
a union contract cannot provide 
— like professional respect.” 

‘‘Administration is 
functioning to help the teachers 
do the best job possible,” 
Seymour said, adding, ‘‘learning 
and teaching take place in the 
classroom and to get me in 
there, | need support — a 
structure.” 

Olts said, ‘The whole reason 
for the survey was to help 
college quality — nothing in the 
survey deals with wages, hours 
or the sort.” 

Elder also said the survey was 


Reduced racquetball schedule questioned

If you are a_ racquetball 
player who’s been frustrated by 
finding Hartnell’s racquetball 
courts closed on weekends, you 
can rest easy soon. 

The hours were reduced to 
save money for the 1981-82 
school budget, and at least one 
player was upset enough to 
complain to the Sentinel. 

Donald G. Ford, Sr. of Salinas 
said on a Friday evening he 
came to play and found the 
courts closed. There was no 
notification and no posted 
hours of when they would be 
open. 

Ford contacted Ernie 
Campbell, head of 
maintenance, and Bob Kelley, 
athletic director of Hartnell to 
find out what was going on. 
They. stated the closure would

save on. electricity and 
maintenance fees. 

Kelley referred Ford to Dr. 
Victor Wm. Willits, dean of 
management services, who gave 
the same reason. Neither gave a 
reason. for the lack of 
notification. 

During his talks with 
Campbell, Kelley, and Willits, 
Ford concluded that the cut 
would save only $243 in 45 
weeks. 

However, Kelley said the 
amount saved will be closer to 
$1,000 per year. 

The Sentinel tried several 
times to contact Campbell, who 
was not available. 

Ford would like to suggest 
alternate solutions to the 
reduced hours, and Kelley has 
agreed to bring up - his 
suggestions with the school 
board. . 

The courts will be open 27- 
1/2 hours less than in 1980-81. 
This will still allow for 61-1/2 
hours of possible playing time 
for non-students every week. 

The new hours soon to be 
posted outside the courts will be 


9 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. every day; 6 
p.m. to 10 p.m. will be reserved 
for Hartnell’s raquetball classes. 


inaccurate, subjective and not 
conducted properly. 

“They. could have used better 
research techniques,” he said. 

Olts and Seymour both stated 
that the nature of the survey 
called for subjectivity. 

“As an instrument, | think it 
fulfilled its purpose,” Seymour 
said, “we tried to be objective in 
the way we phrased the 
questions.” 

“The questions were written 
to assess the structure, not 
personalities,” Olts said. 

Faculty responses to the 
survey indicate a high degree of 
dissatisfaction with the present 
structure. 

According to the survey, the 
biggest problem teachers face is 
the lack of support services. An 
instructor. argued, “We need 
support services. We cannot 
teach without paper, chalk, 
pens, dittos...” 


Another teacher commented, 
“the present management team 
is grouchy, vindietive; and-not 
devoted to improving working 
conditions.” 


Not-all of the responses to the 
survey were negative, though. 

Another instructor remarked, 
“Administrative structure is not 
the problem here. Someone is 
looking for a cause for Hartnell 
problems and this is a 
comvenient scapegoat. The 
problem is in the attitudes 
between faculty, 
administration, and board of 
trustees — in the absence of 
mutual cooperation, no 
administrative structure will 
solve our problems.” 

He commented further, ‘I 
consider this questionnaire 
largely irrelevant.” 

Madsen was unavailable for 
comment. 


Students differ on parking fee| 


This year Hartnell College students are required to pay a fee of 
$5 for one semester and $8 for two semesters for the privilege of 


parking on campus. 


When the Panther Sentinel interviewed 12 students on their 
opinions, the results varied. One felt that the parking lot should 
be expanded, four agreed with the parking fee and seven stu- 
dents disagreed and complained.

Michael Garcia — “It’s fair 
‘that they are giving out 
tickets, so if you buy a 
parking permit and find a 
space to park, there’s no 
worry about a ticket.”

a parking permit and received 
a ticket for having it in the 
wrong place. It’s too 
expensive for a_parkin 
permit, when you could pari 
outside for free.” 

Greg Mahusay — “/ can’t 
believe it, | pay $8 to park 
one-quarter of a mile away 
from school. It’s ridiculous. 
There’s not enough parking 
spaces for all the permits that 
are being purchased.” 

Joe Mazzuca — “! feel that 
the money they collected for 
the permits should be used to 
expand the parking space for 
the school.”

So, what's 
the use of buying a parking 
permit if you're not 
guaranteed a space?” 

Tony Solis — “The parking 
system isn’t too bad. Just buy 
a parking permit, and if you 
have good timing, you're 
bound to find a_ parking 
space.” 

Virginia Stefan — “If they 
are going to make you pay $8 
for a parking permit you 
should: have a guaranteed 
parking space. Also, if you get 
your. permit ripped off your 
car, which | did, you should 
get a replacement without 

aving to pay again.” 

Leslie Varellas — “I have 
good luck, | guess. | always 
get a parking’ space. 
Motorcycles seem to hog up 
spaces.” 
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Hartnell students and the majority 
of Americans have one thing in 
common — apathy. It takes a 
problem or crisis to bring together 
Hartnell students as well as the 
people in the good old USA. 

Americans had the Iran crisis to 
unite them and now, Hartnell 
students have the transportation 
problems on campus. 

The average student doesn’t seem 
to be concerned with the events on 
campus pertaining to the ASHC, the 
governing board and other groups on 
campus, but when you make him pay 
$5 a semester to park in the parking 
lot, all of a sudden, the campus halls 
are filled with the arguments of 
discontented students. 

Unfortunately, the fact that you 

“have a parking permit on your rear 
bumper does not insure you a space 
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The Panther Sentinel is published at least once a 
month during the college year by journalism 


in. the parking lot. Maintenance 
reports only 646. parking spaces 
available for student use, while 2,658 
parking permits have been sold and 
Hartnell has 7,588 students enrolled. 

On the brighter side, Hartnell 
students only have to pay $5 a 
semester for parking while other 
schools in the area charge more. 
Cabrillo College charges $12 a 
semester and Cuesta in San Luis 
Obispo charges $10 for the same 
privilege. 

Another transportation problem 
concerning Hartnell students is the 
overcrowded South County bus. 

Although the law permits 73 bodies 
to ride the bus — allowing 13 inches 
for each. individual torso — a 
California Highway Patrolman found 
this unsuitable for adults two years 
ago. After checking a Hartnell bus

with only 52 passengers, he found the 
situation. ‘‘not safe — (and) should 
not have been crowded that way.” 
Once again, the bus has become 
overcrowded. By state law, it is not 
Hartnell’s responsibility to transport 


these students. But, if the college is ' 


going to do a job, it should do so ina 
legal and safe manner. 

One solution to this problem lies in 
charging for the bus service and if still 
needed, obtaining another bus. Last 
June, a proposal to do this was made 
to the governing board. The proposal 
suggested charging $1 to $2.50 
(depending on where in South County 
the student lived) for a one-way trip. 
If students paid for the bus, an 
estimated $46,000 would be relieved 
from the budget. 

The proposal to charge for the bus 
was unanimously voted down by the 
board. 

Dr. Victor Willits, dean of 
Management services, reported at the 
Oct. 6 meeting of the board of 
trustees that it would cost $13,600 to 
run a mini-bus from Gonzales to 
Hartnell. He proposed no action. 

Another solution could be handled 
by the students themselves 
carpooling. Students from the area 
could set up some type of system to

Walk past the auxiliary gym 
Monday through Thursday from 5-7 
p.m. and you'll see one of Hartnell’s 
most popular classes in action: 
aerobic dance. 

Melissa Stave, a graduate of 
Humboldt State University with a 
Master's. degree in physical 
education, has been teaching the 
class at Hartnell for two years. One 
attestment to the growing popularity 
of aerobic dance is found in her class 
roster; she teaches four classes, each 
twice per week, and every one is full. 
“And there’s a waiting list,” she adds 
with pride. 

Stave feels that the after-work time 
slots, the social atmosphere and 
music are the keys to the popularity.

“Aerobics” is a term that is gaining 
wide use, yet few people outside the 
classes understand it. Stave defines it 
as “any continuous exercise that’s 
done at least three times a week for 
30 minutes or longer and burns at 
least 300 calories.” 

Losing pounds and inches, though, 
is the secondary effect of the class. 
The primary goal is cardiovascular 
fitness.

“Anytime you put music to exercise,” says Stave, 
“you're going to turn on the population.” She's 
apparently right. All of her four cl 


asses are full — 


Stave, whose specialties are 
exercise physiology and cardiac 
rehabilitation, says, “You will lose 
some weight because of the amount 
of calories burned in class.” But the 
cardiovascular system is 
strengthened because “the capillaries 
are opened and more blood and 
oxygen gets to the muscles.” (The 
heart is a muscle, remember.) 

Many students claim they feel 
exhiliration after a class session, not 
unlike a ‘‘runner’s high.”” Stave says 
this is because after exercise, ‘you're 
still flushing liquids through your 
system. This supplies the needs of the 
body, and you gain more energy.” 

An exercise foutine consists of 
about ten minutes of ‘‘dancercising’’ 
to popular or classical music, 
followed by a ten-second heart-rate 
check. By comparing their pulse to 
the optimum rate_for their age group 
(posted on a chart in front of the 
class), students can determine 
whether they should be exerting 
themselves more or less. After some 
experience in aerobics, they will 
notice that it takes more exertion to 
reach the optimum pulse and less 
time for it to drop back to normal, 
thus indicating that the heart is 
getting stronger. 

A positive and enthusiastic attitude 
is projected by the students. The 
maintained exercise makes them feel 
good and helps keep them in shape.
